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‘DRY AGENTS MUST BE | 
DRY, MITCHELL SAYS 


Declares Administration, 
Considers Habitual Drink- 
ers Unsuitable for En- 
forcement Offices 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—Chair- 


man Wickersham of the law en- 
forcement commission, “in a letter 
to Representative Dyer of St. Louis, 
made public today, said that Dyer’s 
proposal to legalize beer contain- 
ing 2.75 per cent of alcohol would 
be submitted to the commission 
for consideration on Feb. 5. 

Dyer conferred with President 
Hoover recently about his proposal 
and also wrote to Wickersham. He 
said, however, he thought Wick- 
ersham had misunderstobd his 


suggestion, 

Dyer said he believed the en- 
forcement act could be changed to 
legalize the manufacture of 2.75 


per cent beer without violating the 
eighteenth amendment and that 
the question he wished considered 
was whether the prohibition con- 
ditions would be benefited by al- 
tering the liquor laws in that par- 
ticular. 

Dyer quoted Wickersham’s let- 
ter as saying the commission would 
consider the proposal and’ citing a 
case in the Supreme Court in 
which it was held the proposition 
of determining intoxicating Hquor 
was a legislative one. 

Considers Existing Laws. 

The. Wickersham communication 
to Representative Dyer of Mis- 
sourh ranking Republican on the 
House Judiciary Committee, said 
the Supreme Court had held tft 
could not say the one-half of 1 
per cent determined by the prohi- 
bition statute to be the maximum 
alcoholic content of beverages was 
inadequate, in view of legislation 
already passed. Dyer has said 
Congress had the authority to in- 
crease the per cent to 2.75 as that 
percentage was not intoxicating. 

“fhe real point is.“ Wickersnam 
said, “that the opinion of the Su- 
preme Court was that the whole 
question was within the competen- 
cy of the Congress and that the 
court would not undertake to over- 
rule the exercise of its discretion. 
That being the law, as established 
by our highest court, it seems that 
it would be impracticable for this 
commission to re-examine that 
question. I will submit your -fet- 
ter to the commission, which is to 
meet here on Feb. 5, but in the 
meantime I simply call your atten- 


tion to this decision, and to what 


seems to me, personally, the neces- 
Sary consequences of it.“ 

Habitual drinkers and those 
definitely opposed to prohibition 
On principle are considered un- 
suitable by the Hoover admiinistra- 
tion for Federal offices directly 
connected with the prosecution of 
violators of the dry statutes. 

In addition, the personal views 
and practices of applicants for ap- 
pointment or reappointment as 
United States attorneys and 
marshals are being thoroughly in- 
vestigated before appointments are 
recommended to the President by 
the Justice Department. 

This was disclosed by Attorney- 
General Mitchell in a letter sub- 
mitted to the House Expenditures 
Committee, which ts considering 
the Williamson bill to consolidate 
the Government's enforcement and 
prosecuting agencies in the De- 
partment ef Justice. vA 

Receiver of Letter Undisclosed. 

The letter had been written to a 
friend of the Attorney-General 
whose name was withheld, and 
dealt only with attorneys and mar- 
shals, although it is assumed that 
Mitchell will follow the same pol- 
icy in selecting. men for the en- 
forcement unit when that agener ts 
transferred to his jyriadiction from 
its present place in the treasury. 

“I have not made any hard and 
fast rule on the subject,” the At-

ence—Great Britain, ‘United States, 
Japan, France, Italy. Stimson wes 
clearly heard. The broadcast was 
the most successful of any yet tried 
from London during the parleys. 

“We have come over here,” he 
said, “to try to negotiate a treaty 
between the United States, Great 
Britain, France, Italy and Japan by 
which each of these nations will 
limit and reduce its navy. 

„We believe that this will accom- 
plish two great purposes, Firat, it 
will put an end the ill-will sus- 
picion and fear that inevitably is 
aroused by competition in naval 
building, and. secondly, it will re- 
duce the cost of our navies and 
thus relieve the ‘taxpayers of each 
country from some of the burden 
that rests upon them. 

„We believe that we can do both 
of these things and yet at the same 
time add to the security of our 
country, for there are times when 
less navy and more good will in the 
world will give greater security 
than more navy and less good will. 
and we think that this is one of 
those times. 

Constructive Agreements. 

“The reaction from the great 
war is still with us. As with in- 
dividuals so in nations; periods of 
wisdom follow periods of triumph.

Women Fell to the Ground.

Meadows, were in the Annex lobby 
between 3:05 and 3:10 when the 
operator at the main Buckingham 
telephoned that the guest in room 
237 reported smoke coming. from 
below. 


Greathouse said he and the 


} watchmah ran to room 137 and 


when they pulled open the door, 
smoke came out “so thick you 
could cut it with a knife.” He said 
he then telephoned the operator at 
the main Buckingham to call the 
Fire Department and, then ran to 


the alarm box at Kingshighway 


and Laclede avenue. Fire Depart- 
ment records showed the telephone 
alarm was received at 3:24, the bon 
alarm at 3:26. 

Meadows testified that he had 
been on duty at the Annex. two 
years, and that he made hourly 
rounds’ of all the floors every 
night exeept. between 1 and ( a. 
m. when he took time out to eat. 
Shortly after 3.0’clock, he said, he 
smelled smoke and was mention- 
ing it to Greathouse when the 
telephone message came. 

“Together they discovered the 
blaze, and while Greathouse sound- 
ed the alarm, he pulled the cord of 
a large bell at the head of the 
first floor stairway to awaken the 
guests. Later, he, Greathouse and 
male guests ran through the cor- 
ridors, pounding on doors to 
arouse the occupants. 

Capt. William Riley of Engine 
Company No. 50, testified he be- 
lieved the fire had been burning 
from 20 minutes to half an hour 
when his company, the ‘first on 
the scene, arrived from the -sta- 
tion at Newstead and Duncan av- 
enues. 

We got the still alarm at 3:24 
and were at the hotel a minute 
and a half later,“ he said.. “By 
that time the fire had complete 
control of the wing. Flames were 
leaping through the building. to 
the roof and were cracking win⸗ 
dows on every floor. My men 
found the north door of the wing 
locked and had to kick it in.” 

Winkler, the guest, said it 
seemed half an hour elapsed: be- 
tween the time he awoke and the 
fire apparatus arrived.

LONDON. Jan. 28.—A definite 
sign of progress by the five-Power 
naval conference appeared today 
with the announcement that a 
plenary session of the conference 
will be héld Thursday to which a 
“quota” of the press of the various 
countries will be admitted. The 
British spokesman, Sir Arthur 
Willert, said the session would 
“show up the falsity of many 
stories of disagreements” among 
the delegates. 

The decision to hold a plenary 
session was taken at a meeting of 
the principal delegates who have 
been functioning and will continue 
to function as a steering commit- 
tee. This method of doing busi- 
ness is in accordance with Ameri- 
can legislative procedure and was 
urged upon the conference by the 
American delegation. Ambassador 
Dawes, in particular, was insistent 
upon the steering committee plan. 

U. S. to Present Program First. 

A Significant decision was 


reached by heads of the delega-- 


tions that the order of discussion 
of general questions on the agenda 
shall be determined by the first 
letters, not of the questions, but of 
the countries presenting them. 
The United States. which is here 
officially named America, thus re- 
ceives the right to bring up its 
topics first of all and is in a posi- 
tion to keep battleships from be- 
ing discussed ahead of cruisers. 

The admission of the press to 
this plenary Session was voted at 
the instance of Secretary of State 
Stimson without opposition. 
Heads of the conference delega- 
tions met again today at St. 
James's Palace in a further effort 
to settle the Franco-Italian diffi- 
culty. which has come to the front 
az a serious Obstacle impeding 
pr of the conference. Both 
the British and Americans are ex- 
tremely. anxious to get this quar- 
rel out of thé way and Ambassador 
Merrow is making special efforts 
te that end. 

The French thesis is that first 
consideration should be given to 
the global tonnage theory and 
compromise proposals which seek 
to reconcile this theory with the 
Anglo-American preference for 
armament limitation by categories 
of vessels. The Italians contend 
they cannot specify figures under 
the global] scheme until they know 
what.the other Powers demand. 
Thus they have brought forward 
the question ef ratios and per- 
centages which previously had 
Leen sidetracked. 

Tardieu and Grandi Debate. 

By invoking the alphabetical or- 
der in the names of the Powers. 
France succeeded in getting prior 
bearing of her views at the “Big 
Five” meeting yesterday. A pro- 


venta debate ensued between Tar- 
jdieu, French Premier, and Grandi. 
HRallan Foreign Minister, at which 
the other delegates were somewhat 
wearied listeners. One delegate de- 
| Scribed the controversy as analo- 
gous to the question of which came 
first, the chicken or the egg. 

The British spokesman observed 
that the conference is “preparing 
2 menu for a very good dinner,” 
and is being temporarily held up 
by the question of whether “grape- 
fruit or oysters” should be served 
first. One correspondent, having 
in mind the small amount of con- 
crete information coming from the 
conference, suggested that oysters 
obviously were winning. 

Despite the feeling of impatience 
represented by the remark, there is 
ground to believe that the slow 
present pace of the conference 
may bring speedier results in the 
end than high pressure methods 
at the beginning. As one Ameri- 
can official put it, “the best way 
to have a short conference is to 
plan for a loag one.” He added 
that if an effort were made to ob- 
tain quick decisions the conference 
might get into a snari requiring 
months to untangle, whereas a 
slow “feeling out“ method tended 
to make the difficulties vanish ~~ 

The Italians, in demanding par- 
ity with France, point to the fact 
they were granted battleship par- 
ity in the Washington treaty. The 


French reply that this settlement 


was with democratic and pacific 
Italy and not the Italy of Musso- 
lini. 

“Grandi,” said one distinguished 
Frenchman, “talks like a dove, but 
how can he expect us to forget the 
roaring of Mussolini. The Duce 
cannot have it both ways.”

France will present her proposal 
to limit fleets as a whole and not 
in separate categories. Great Bri- 
tain will reiterate briefly her pref- 
erence for category regulation and 
Italy will then make her plea that 
the actual relativity of fieets 


should be decided before all else. 


To Name Committee of 10. 

The United States and Japan 
have nothing to propose in this 
general phase of the discussions. 
A committee of. two from each del- 
egation will be appointed when the 
three addresses are finished Thurs- 
day to study the situation, but it 
is fully expected the arrangement 
made by the “Big Five“ will be 
approved eventually. 

Immediately after the “Big 
Five“ adjourned, individual confer- 
ences were resumed, Prime Minis- 
ter MacDonald calling at the Amer- 
can headquarters and Hugh S. 
Gibson, American delegate, having 
lunch with Grandi. 

Afternoon meetings were ar- 
ranged between the British and 
Japanese and British and French 
delegations. The “Big Five“ will 
not meet again until after Thurs- 
day’s session. 

Italy made reservations to de- 
cisions reached at the meeting. of 
the “Big Five,” it was learned after 
the meeting. The exact mature of 
the reservations was not disclosed. 

The delegation chiefs attending 
the meeting today appeared satis- 
fied, as they left, that they had al- 
ready gone far toward clearing 
away what Stimson called “under- 
brush.“ in the way of any real 
progress.

clared that Arthur L. Faubel, 
retary of the American Er 
League, lied when he agssertéd that 
Caraway had ‘received 3500 to de- 
liver an address on the tariff be- 
fore an association of importers 
and traders. 

Faubel made the “assertion in 
attempting to justify his employ- 
ment of Clayton F. Moore, secre- 
tary of the House Ways and Means 
Committee, and E. M. Dingley. 
tariff expert on the Senate Finance 
Committee. These committees 
handle tariff legislation. The two 
congressional experts were paid 
for articles written for the Ameri- 
ean Tariff Review, the publication 
of the league. 

Faubel testified letters he had 
written to Moore and Dingley, 
dated Sept. 13, 1928, discontinued 
their connection with the league. 
Senator Walsh (Dem.). Montana. 
however produced a telegram, dat- 
ed June 7, 1929, indicating. that 
Dingley algo had informed Faubel 
on the preposed personnel of the 
tariff subcommittees of the Fi- 
nance Committee. 

Questioned by Walsh as to the 
propriety of this employment) 
Faubel answered abruptly, “there, 
was no more impropriety in hat 
employment than in Senator Cara- 
ways accepting $500 for a talk 
before an association of traders 
and importers.” 

Caraway Angered. 

Caraway arose in rage. “Who 
told you that?” he demanded.

They included France, 
Czecho-Slevakia, Peru, Great Bri- 
tain, New Zealand, South Africa 
and India. Other nations have since 
taken similar action.

All the criminal laws this country needs 
could be printed in a pamphlet no larger 
than Lydia Pinkham’s almanac, together 
with full instructions for their enforce- 
ment; made so plain that the most stupid

HAT the treatment of criminals is both 

muddled and ominous practically every- 

where in the United States is as plain as 
the architecture of a brick kiln. The evi- 
dence is not limited to the ‘abundant sup- 
ply furnished by a series of bloody riots. 
It is not even confined to thé dossiers of 
recent reports, one of them by the Attorney- 
General of the United States. You get it 
from the writings of almost every intelli- 
gent person who has had anything to do 
with the administration of justice from the 
police courts to the parole board. 

That most of our prisons are terrible 
holes, antiquated, uncomfortable and vice- 
ndden, is news which might be discounted 
to some extent by the reflection that they 
remain, after all, better than the jails of 50 
years ago. Here, at least, improvement can 
be effected rather easily. The real danger 
point in the whole situation is the utter con- 
fusion of ideas regarding the nature of penal 
justice. 

During more than a century humanitari- 
anism has been attacking the old concep-

Poverty Row is no more. Talkies 
require elaborate and costly equip- 
ment and sound stages. Actors 
cost more now because there must 
be several days’ rehearsals to fa- 
miliarize them with the lines. Pov- 
erty Row never bothered with re- 


hearsals. 

M once were small names on 
Poverty Row. Joseph von 

Sternberg is one. He and George 

G. Arthur made a quickie and 

their reputations as director and 

comedian, respectively, on the row. 

Ken Maynard got his start there. 
Gary Cooper played in a Poverty 
Row Western long before Holly- 

wood knew Gary Cooper was in its 
midst. Evelyn Brent and Fay 
Wray and Georgia Hale rushed 
through pictures on the famous 
row once, 

One can’t mention Poverty Row 
without mentioning Betty Comp- 
son. Her contract with Paramount 
had expired and Betty was said to 
be “washed up”—through as far as 
pictures were concerned. She 
didn't go near any ot the other 
major studios, and it was assumed 
that Betty had decided to retire. 

Hollywood, of course, had heard 
that she had played in a quickie or 
two, evidence, it concluded, that 
she was fading into obscurity. 

A year went by and the Govern- 
ment released some figures on Hol- 
lywood income taxes, Betty Comp- 
son’s name was near the top of the 

list. Why, someone figured, Betty 
made more than $120,000 that

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FEW days ago a ent Euro- 
A pean company staged in New 

York City a demonstration or 
practical television for the edifica- 
tion of an invited audience of news- 
paper men and showed some very 
interesting results. This again 
raises the question at least as far 
as the general public is concerned: 
When will we have television? How 
much will it cost? How good will 
it be? How long before it’s as good 
as radio is now? And finally, how 
does it work? 

In this article, 1 shall endeavor to 
cover only these main general 
queries concerning a subject about 
which volumes might be written. 
And I am going to try to use plain, 
non-technical language, with an 
eye to informing my reader rather 
than impressing him rhetorically. 

When -will television make its 
bow to the consumer—not the tech- 
nical amateur, fhe scientific exper- 
imentér, the wealthy dilettante; but 
ordinary. everyday Mr. Average 
Citizen? There seems to be a dif- 
ference of Opinion as to the correct 
answer. It ranges all the way 
from that of the stock promoter 
who says: “Television is here. 
now:“ to that of the salesmanagor 
anxious to sell radio sets, whe 
says, with-equal vehemence: “Tel- 
evision is the bunk: forget it!” 

My own guess, based on expe- 
rience in devising program-pro- 
duction technique for various 
types of apparatus, as well as on 
a survey of the pronouncements of 
numerous experts connected with 
the activity, is as follows: 1 think 
that television will begin to find 
its way to the average radijo-en- 
thusiast in the crude form asso- 
ciated with pioneer work in any 
ficld in about one year front now. 

EMEMBER, television is Al- 
R ready an -accomplished fact; 

bas been for some time, On 
the other hand, there are many 
technical difficulties yet to be 
overcome before it may be termed 
practical. In other words, it has 
been shown what can be done with 
it as a custom-built article; it re- 
mains now to adapt it to mass pro- 
duction. 

And this implies the answer: to 
question number two: “What'll it 
cost me?” Again, this ts some- 
thing. which only time can tell; but 
roughly speaking, it will set you 
back about the price of your. pres- 
ent radio set.. This would be for 
a separate receiving t, as well 
as a televisor, so that you might 
have both sight and sound of the 
same broadcast, and together. If 
you would be content with sight 
or sound, one at a time, and alter- 
nately, then the expense of the re- 
ceiver is eliminated, and your out- 
lay for the televisor alone would 
be about that of your present loud 
speaker, with which it would share 
the nutrition of the ene set, 
at your pleasure. 

From which it» end appear

In any case, the addition of teie- 
vision will not in any way impair 
the usefulness of your present set, 
In fact, if you haven't got any 
present set, you'll have to get one! 
Either you'll use the old familiar 
receiver to pick up the television 
signals (sight) as well as the radio 
signals (sound); and by attachirg 
your televisor alongside your loud- 
speaker, switch trom audal to vis- 
ual broadcasting and back again 
at will; or you'll keep your hook- 
up exactly as it is, for sound, and 
install a separate receiver (with its 
televisor instead of loud speaker), 
tor sight, so that you may both see 
and Hear what's on the air at the 
tame moment. If the television 
dignal is sent out on the short 
wave, instead of on the regular 
wave now used as the carrier for 
sound, you'll have to have an extra, 
short wave receiver anyway and it 
seems likely that this will prove 
to ba the practice, at least in 
America. 

* No doubt cabinet manufacturers 
will soon. in this event, produce 


combination: jobs similar to- the 


radio-phonograph machines we are 
accustomed to, with both regular 
and short wave receivers built in, 
for tuning in of both radio and 
television sign simultaneously; 
as well as concealed loudspeaker 
and decorative televisor window, 
together with all controls arranged 
‘on a panel. Perhaps the members 
of the cabinet trade will include 
also the usual phonograph, and a 
movie-talkie device besides. 


T seems likely—while we are in 
| prophetic mood—that the wax 

record will eventually give way 
to the celluloid (sound-track) film, 
just as the microphone-recorded 
disc has largely supplanted the old 
type. And in the same way that 
your radio receiver now amplifies 
the impulses of the phonograph 
record and relays them to the loud 
speaker, so will the television reé- 
ceiver take the translated cipher 
of the sight-track film—not movies 
at all—amplify the signals and 
sight them in the televisor window. 
In short, you'll play a record in the 
form of a short strip of film, and 
you'll see as well as hear the re 
production.

HE chief problem of television 
Tis that of transmission. It ia 

subject to all the ills that radio 
is heir to: fading, static, interfer- 
ence, and various forms of distor- 
tion. These difficulties will have 
to be met and solved; and they will 
be. Radio has done it with sound; 
it seems only logical to assame that 
it will repeat its gradual victory 
with sight. 

How long before television will 
be on a par with radio as we know 
it today? This. again, is a matter 
for surmise; but from an examina-~ 
tion of radſo's upward climbing 
graphline, and a conteniplation of 
television’s less steeply oblique but 
nevertheless sturdily mounting 
peaks we may plot a — theoretic 
curve which decrees not less than 
five years; more probably seven. 
Within 10 years, surely, siop 
will be ordinary.. And as 98 
1935 it should be a practi 
mercial’ proposition. 

Television is here—at least in a 
primitive and elementary stage, as 
radio was in 1921. What radio has 
seen in 10 years, from coherer-and- 
spit. through crystal-detector and 
headset, to screen-grid and dynam- 
ic all-electric, television may also 
know.
